RCMP search for arson 


Seniors say 
quick

Seniors who met with a Liberal 
MLA over the weekend had one 
message to send back to the gov¬ 
ernment - the cuts are happening 
too quickly. 

Alberta Liberal Labor critic 
Karen Leibovici met with seniors 
at the Chinook Winds Lodge in 
Carstairs on Saturday to discuss 
their concerns over provincial poli¬ 
tics and found the same message 
she has been hearing from seniors 
around the province. 

“1 just met with seniors at the 
Mount View Lodge in Olds and 
they told me their concerns were 
also about the speed of the cuts and 
its effect on seniors,” Leibovici 
said. 

Leibovici’s visit to the seniors’ 
lodge was just one stop on a week¬ 
end tour around central Alberta, 
part of the Liberal caucus’s efforts 
to raise their profile in the prov¬ 
ince. Leibovici said touring and 
speaking engagements are not new 
to the Alberta Liberals but have 
taken on a more organized form 
under Grant Mitchell’s new lead¬ 
ership. 

The focus of the concern over 


The Board of Directors of the 
Mount View Foundation want to 
set some rumors straight about the 
deregulation of lodge rents. 

Clarification on this subject is 
required because of the rumors and 
somewhat inaccurate information 
that has come to the Board's atten¬ 
tion. 

While effective December 1994, 
new regulations states that lodge 
rent can be set at whatever amount 
is determined by the board pro¬ 
vided that the rent does not exceed 
$700 per month and that each sen¬ 
ior has at least $265 of disposable 
income, the board has determined 
to keep lodge rents as they are.

the cuts from the Carstairs seniors 
was over the impact of the cuts on 
the hospital service. One man, who 
said he had just spent four months 
in the hospital, said he was dis¬ 
gusted with the hospital’s opera¬ 
tion. 

“You can’t even get a glass of 
water,” he said. “If you ring for the 
nurse and she says ‘I’ll be back in 
10 minutes’, that usually means 
three hours.” 

Other seniors also complained 
about the impact on nursing staffs’ 
attitude. 

“They agreed to take a five per¬ 
cent cut and signed a contract and 
they’re taking it out on the pa¬ 
tients,” another lodge resident said. 
“If you have something to com¬ 
plain about, they just say, write a 
letter to Ralph.” 

Seniors also expressed their con¬ 
cern about cuts to their benefits and 
the increases in lodge rents. 

Leibovici told the seniors that 
she would take back their concerns 
to the government and asked for 
any advice the seniors had that she 
could pass on to the premier’s of¬ 
fice. 

“Tell him to retire,” was the 
answer from one unhappy resident. 


The Board reviewed the new 
regulation and confirmed lodge 
rates will remain at the rates estab¬ 
lished for 1995. There will be no 
increase any further in 1995. These 
rates were set before the new regu¬ 
lation came into effect. 

Pat James, Chairman of the 
Mount View Foundation said the 
board is committed to providing a 
safe, affordable, home-like atmos¬ 
phere for seniors in its lodges. In 
future years changes in lodge rents 
will be based on many factors in¬ 
cluding: the ability to pay, the cost 
of operating lodges, the need to 
increase revenue and other similar 
issues.

Break and entry 
attempts cause minor

Vandals attempting to gain en¬ 
try into Freeman’s Men’s Wear 
and the Zion Evangelical Church 
last week were unsuccessful, local 
merchant Bruce Freeman said. 
"There was no damage and no en¬ 
try gained,” Freeman said. 

Constable Steve Woolnough 
said the would-be thieves were 
similarly thwarted at the Zion Evan¬ 
gelical Church. 

“It happened sometime in the 
early hours of the morning [Janu¬ 
ary 10],” Woolnough said. “Some¬ 
body broke a window on the east 


side of the church and tried the 
back door of Freeman’s. [There 
was] no actual entry, nothing 
taken.” 

Pastor Richard Pahl said that 
while the Evangelical Church had 
been broken into in December, this 
incident may well have been a ran¬ 
dom bit of vandalism. 

“It looked like they walked by 
and broke the window,” Pahl said. 
“There were still shattered frag¬ 
ments of glass in the window; they 
didn't attempt to crawl in.” 

There are currently no suspects, 
but the matter remains under in¬ 
vestigation.

It was interesting to note that seniors, generally considered 
very conservative and fiscally responsible (they did live 
through the Depression), feel the Mr. Klein’s cuts are too 
deep too fast. 

They, along with public servants and hospital staff, have 
had to bear the greater weight of the cuts and are feeling its 
pinch far more harshly than the rest of us. 

Now it must be a great slap in the face for them to hear that 
the Klein administration is looking at putting gambling 
casinos around the province to help generate revenue. This 
investigation into increasing revenue through this type of sin 
tax comes from the same government who has stressed that 
we have a spending problem not a revenue problem. 

The Klein government is increasing the amount of video 
lottery terminals around the province and now wants to hit up 
the gamblers again to pay for the previous government’s 
excesses through their misfortune. 

Make no mistake, this is a continued assault against the 
“disenfranchised” in Alberta. First it was the public servants, 
like teachers and bureaucrats, but no one complained because 
these employees were seen as greedy and manipulative. Then 
it was the seniors and sick who no longer had the energy or 
resources to fight the government. Now it is the unsuspecting 
who will dump their money into lotteries and gambling 
machines without even knowing they are paying an extra tax 
the government promised it would not institute. 

It is interesting to note that this move towards increasing 
revenue rather than continuing the “no blink” cuts program 
comes in the same year as a provincial election. 

But the problem is that this type of no pain gain on revenue 
through lotteries and gambling is not really no pain. It leads 
to all sorts of social ills which the government continues to 
pay for through such agencies as welfare and AADAC. 
Lotteries and gambling casinos don’t cater simply to those 
who can afford to lose, they also take money from those who 
can’t. 

The question we need to ask now is why is the Klein 
government trying to pull the wool over our eyes? When are 
the cuts going to affect those of us who can express our 
outrage on the ballot and in the Legislature? When do we lose 
our funding for sporting and cultural events and business 
grants? When do we find out just how much money is tucked 
away in the Heritage Trust Fund and when do we get to vote 
on how that money should be used? 

We should also be asking to see the long term plans the 
government has in place for the deficit elimination. Is there is 
a plan and is the goal simply to reduce the deficit or have the 
impacts on programs and services been considered? It would 
be stupid to deny that someone's agenda is being followed, 
let’s just hope that person is not as short-sighted as they seem 
to be.

Debt and trade don't balance 


Dear Editor: 

Our premier received an award 
from the National Citizens Coali¬ 
tion for his work on reducing our 
debt and I note the Fraser Institute 
is about to give him some recogni¬ 
tion for cutting our debt. It is our 
debt somehow and we in Alberta 
are apparently responsible for it so 
it's our debt. 

Before the election in our prov¬ 
ince a year ago last June, the Tories 
admitted to a debt in Albertaof$19 
billion. The Liberals estimated a 


$25 billion debt. After the election 
in 1993 somehow our debt was 
admitted as being $32 billion. 
Strange it could leap so fast. Is it 
really $32 billion or is that just lies 
so it may be whittled down quicker 
to make the Albertan's happy with 
the Klein government? And if it's 
$32 billion how could they be such 
a bunch of nincompoops? 

In the Calgary Herald of 28 
April 1994, Premier Klein says our 
exports from Alberta are up 77 
percent over the last five years 


since the free trade agreement took 
effect. Now my friends could any¬ 
one out there explain to me if our 
exports have gone up 77 percent 
how in the world our debt has gone 
to $32 billion? When you sell 77 
percent more don't you get more 
profit? It was that way when 1 went 
to school. It's possible to go in debt 
and sell 77 percent more if under 
the free trade agreement we are 
giving our resources away.

Identity of murder victim sought

RCMP are searching for anyone 
who may know the identity of a 
murder victim who was found in a 
septic tank near Tofield, Alberta in 
1977. 

Known as “Septic Tank Sam” 
by investigators, the man was found 
in the septic tank at a rural address 
near Tofield on April 13,1977. He 
was wearing a blue work shirt, t- 
shirt, blue jeans and grey wool 


socks with imitation Wallabee 
shoes. It is believed he had been in 
the septic tank for several months. 

Autopsy results show the victim 
was a white male, approximately 
28-years-old, 167 cm tall and had 
short, dark hair. He is believed to 
have suffered from a severe illness 
at the age of 5 and worked as a 
laborer which required upper body 
strength. He was right handed and 
had a muscular build. 

The portraits of the victim were 
composed through autopsy results 


and a two dimensional reconstruc¬ 
tion of the victim’s face produced 
from his remains. Three of the por¬ 
traits were recently prepared and 
the fourth was published several 
years ago.

through the 1920s, '30s and early 
'40s. He remembers because he 
used to compete at them. 

"There'd be $ 10 up in the bronc 
riding at those smaller shows," 
Thomson said. "Maybe just $5 in 
the calf roping. They'd pay $3, $2 
and $1 for first to third in the bull 
riding. At the Calgary Stampede, 
we'd pay a $ 10-to-$ 15 entry fee for 
each event and first prize would be 
$50 in the final." 

Day monies would pay $40, $30, 
$20 and $ 10. There were no purses. 
All the prize money came out of the 
entry fees, most of which stayed in 
the pockets of the promoters. 

"Prize money was practically 


tion was renamed the Cowboys' 
Protective Association. Thomson 
was the CPA's first president and 
remained in office for nine years. 

The big need was to create an 
insurance fund to help pay medical 
bills of injured cowboys, but while 
they were at it, the cowboys laid 
down some ground rules. The mini¬ 
mum purse had to be $100 per 
event and all entry fees had to go 
into the prize money. They set 
standards for arena conditions, 
hired their own judges and de¬ 
manded pickup men. 

Cowboys - about 500 of them - 
paid $10 to be a member of the 
association, which embraced 26 


rodeos. For the first couple of years, 
members were assessed an extra 
dollar on every entry fee to go 
toward the medical fund. 

Since then, the association name 
was changed to the Canadian Ro¬ 
deo Cowboys Association and has 
grown from a basement operation 
in a private residence to a cen¬ 
trally-located headquarters in the 
city of Calgary Now the Canadian 
Professional Rodeo Association, a 
governing body of approximately 
65 rodeos with a $ 1,000,000-a- 
year operating budget, a member¬ 
ship of 1,700 and prize money that 
exceeds $3 million, celebrates its 
50th Anniversary. 


nothing in those days," Thomson 
said. "I paid $14 in fees at one 
rodeo, entering every event I won 
four firsts, two seconds and got $34 
back. It was a pretty grim struggle 
and that's why we had to organize." 

The first step towards a lasting 
organization in Canada took place 
in Vancouver, BC in 1944 when 
Thomson and Arnold Montgomery, 
another all-event contestant from 
the Drumheller area, gathered a 
group of cowboys together. A 
month later, at the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede, the Cowboys’ Insurance As¬ 
sociation was founded. 

The following year, again at the 
Calgary Stampede, the organiza¬

What should you do if you have a complaint about a book 
or books on the library shelves? This issue comes up from time 
to time, most recently concerning the book "The Hoax of the 
Twentieth Century". 

The Didsbury Library does have a policy on censorship, 
which is reviewed annually. Here are some excerpts from that 
policy: 

"The Board does not interpret its function or that of its 
administrators to be supervisors of public morals. The 
Board believes in the freedom of the individual and the 
right and obligation of parents to develop, interpret and 
enforce their own code of acceptable conduct upon their 
own household." 

"The Library will provide as far as possible materials 
on all sides of controversial issues, including representa¬ 
tion of unpopular or unorthodox positions..." 

"Unless an item is officially prohibited under the 
"Charter of Rights & Freedoms" of Canada, it cannot be 
legally withdrawn from the library shelves." 

"If an individual or group objects to a particular item, 
a written complaint using the approved form can be made 
to the board of Trustees requesting its removal and will 
be dealt with and considered fairly." 

If you or your group has a complaint about library material, 
ask at the library for a complaint form (it is entitled "Request 
for Reconsideration of Library Materials"). Fill out the form, 
return it to us and it will be presented at the next Library Board 
meeting. 

Library Board meetings are open to the public. They are held 
on the second Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. at the 
library. Call to confirm date and time if you plan to attend.

On the same day that 1 was 
preparing this article, a piece of 
advertising crossed by desk. It 
claimed that in a 1994 U S A. Na¬ 
tional Church Youth survey, it had 
been established that a majority of 
youth, churched youth, can no 
longer determine right from wrong! 
It then quoted various statistics that 
demonstrated in graphic terms that 
many young people admit to lying, 
cheating on exam papers, hurting 
others, being stressed, confused, 
and of course all sorts of sexual 
activity. This somewhat negative 
information was reproduced to 
demonstrate that readers needed to 
buy books and videos to start to 
teach people right from wrong 
There are those in our society 
who would largely discount this 
sort of survey and those who would 
need to establish the credentials of 
theagenev doing thcrcsearch. There 


are others who would sec the di¬ 
minished emphasis on right and 
wrong as progress as it increases 
freedom of choice and reduces feel¬ 
ings of guilt. 

For those who read this article 
and for those who consider them¬ 
selves Christian, I suspect that sur¬ 
veys like this are generally very 
disturbing The reason that Chris¬ 
tian people are more likely to react 
with a sense of horror is because a 
Christian understanding includes 
the belief that there are indeed 
good and bad things in the world 
and in each of us. Christian thought 
from earliest times has been influ¬ 
enced by the concept that at some 
point humans developed differently 
from the rest of the animal king¬ 
dom and through a God given con¬ 
science started to know right from 
wrong. 

The earliest stories in the Bible 
all deal with this theme. Adam and 
Eve, the brothers Cain and Abel 
and Noah and the flood (all found

Borrowing for your RSP: costs dollars but makes sense 


New Agriculture Venture Op¬ 
portunities: Ever thought about 
starting a new agriculture venture? 
Success depends on meeting the 
customer's needs and wants, a well 
researched business and marketing 
plan and providing a quality prod¬ 
uct or service.

Demand respect for your diver¬ 


ment is due. While interest contin¬ 
ues to accrue during the 90 days, 
the choice will "buy you time" 
until you receive your tax refund. 
You could then use your tax refund 
to repay part or all of your loan and 
minimize interest costs. 

For many people, RSP season 
can be a stressful time of year. 


They're scrambling to find money 
for their annual RSP contribution 
just about the same time the holi¬ 
day bills come rolling in. 

If you find it difficult to come up 
with a lump sum at the last minute, 
you can start a monthly RSP contri¬ 
bution plan. You decide on the 
amount you want to set aside and 


the funds are deducted from your 
savings or chequing account auto¬ 
matically each month. This way, 
when RSP season hits next year, 
your contribution is already "in the 
bank." 

Regular contributions can also 
help you take advantage of "Dollar 
Cost Averaging." We recommend 


this investing strategy as being es¬ 
pecially suitable for mutual funds. 
By investingan equal dollar amount 
each month, you buy more units for 
the same amount of money when 
the market is down and fewer when 
the market is up. This smooths out 
the ups and downs of the stock and 
bond markets. 


If you don't have money avail¬ 
able to make your full RSP contri¬ 
bution for the 1994 tax year by the 
March 1, 1995 deadline, borrow¬ 
ing might make a lot of sense and 
could pay off in a big way. 

Suppose, for example, you can 
contribute $5,000 to your RSP for 
the '94 tax year and are in a 40 
percent tax bracket. By borrowing 
the money and contributing it to an 
RSP, you'll reduce your taxes by 
$2,000. If you invest the $5,000 at 
8 percent, it will earn you $400 
over the next year. 

Assuming an interest rate of 8 
percent on your loan (ask your 
branch for the actual current rate) 
and a 12-month repayment sched¬ 
ule, your interest charges over 12 
months will be about $220. 

Your net benefit by borrowing 
for your RSP contribution is $2,000 
in reduced taxes, plus $400 in de¬ 
ferred tax interest in your plan, less 
$220 in interest charges, for a total 
of $2,180. 

And that's not all. The extra 
$5,000 in your plan will be work¬ 
ing for you every year. At an 8 
percent average annual return, that 
money will grow to more than 
$34,000 in 25 years. 

Some banks offer preferred-rate 
RSP loans with a preferential inter¬ 
est rate and an optional 90-day 
grace period before your first pay-

We have a spending problem, 
pure and simple.” 

Art Hanger a former police¬ 
man from Calgary Northeast 
addressed immigration issues. 

“I live in a very multi-cul¬ 
tural riding and I see problems 
arising in that particular riding,” 
Hanger said. “Many people are 
coming in from the outside that 
have introduced a new way of 
doing their nasty business. 
There’s a lot of controversy over 
immigration policy. When you 
talk about immigration, often 
you're branded. 1 was branded 
right from the beginning as a 
racist because I brought the topic 
up.” 

Hanger proposed that the 
number of immigrants allowed 
into Canada each year be de¬ 
creased to 150,000 from the cur¬ 
rent allotment of 200,000. 
Hanger said the selection proc¬ 
ess is “seriously flawed” and 
that, as in the past, the pattern be 
“moved back into Europe”. He 
also said that at present no refu¬ 
gees are tested for HIV and that 
Canada is “the only county in 
the world that has a refugee de¬ 
termination system [allowing] 
immediate access to the health 
care system and the protection 
of the Charier of Rights. Every¬ 
thing in the system protects that 
area. This system alone cost $1 
billion to settle 16.000 people. 


Many of these individuals come 
here under false pretences. Some 
of them have been running from 
terrorist activity in their own 
countries, some of them are 
criminals. They don’t have any 
documents, you can't check out 
who they are. I’ve got records of 
individuals that have been de¬ 
ported 29 times and they have a 
hearing each time; the dollars 
come out of the tax payer’s pock¬ 
ets to pay for it... What do you 
do with a situation like that?” 

Allan Kerpan addressed agri¬ 
cultural issues including grain 
transport methods and costs. He 
spoke out in favor of a ‘farmer 
plebiscite’ to decide the future 
and direction of the Western 
Canadian Wheat Board. Allud¬ 
ing to the upcoming federal 
budget Kerpan said: “We as 
farmers are prepared to take the 
cuts. We’ll take our share, but 
let’s make sure the bureaucrats 
take their share or things will 
not change.” 

Jack Ramsay, a former 
RCMP officer from the 
Crowfoot Riding raised the is¬ 
sue of gun registration and con¬ 
trol and confiscation of banned 
weapons. 

“We will support legislation 
that protects society against the 
criminal use of firearms,” 
Ramsay said “We will not sup¬ 
port legislation that’s directed at 
the law-abidingcitizen. Any leg¬ 
islation that’s... pushed through 


by the majority government, we 
will appeal or rescind when we 
form the government. Any leg¬ 
islation that’s directed atthe law- 
abiding gun owner and that is 
not adding anything to the safety 
of society will simply be done 
away with because we’re saying 
it should never have been cre¬ 
ated in the first place.” 

The cost of instituting a na¬ 
tional gun registration program 
was estimated at “upwards of 
$500 million”, which Ramsay 
said would likely largely be 
shouldered by the tax payer. 

Ramsay disagreed with a pro¬ 
posal that the age for collecting 
old age pension be raised from 
65 to 67 years saying that when 
two parties enter into a moral 
contract, one party should not 
be allowed to arbitrarily change 
the contract without consulting 
the other party. 

It was noted that property 
rights fall under provincial rather 
than federal jurisdiction. A ques¬ 
tion from the floor asking how 
the federal government could 
confiscate property without pro¬ 
vincial support was fielded by 
Jack Ramsay. 

“If your provincial govern¬ 
ment will stand up to (the fed¬ 
eral government] according to 
(legal counsel Ramsay had 
sought out], they can’t do that." 

Regarding lapses in the jus¬ 
tice system. Art Hanger said: 
“When it comes to government.

the thing that is missing is that 
no longer are the good people 
being praised and supported for 
what they do and no longer are 
the ones that are committing 
criminal acts being punished. 
There's no punishment in the 
prison system any more. We 
have gone down the road of re¬ 
habilitation for years and years 
and it is not working.” 

During question period, the 
issue of the cost of lengthening 
the duration of incarceration 


versus the need for cutting costs 
was raised. 

“Over 50 percent of the peo¬ 
ple in the prison system are not 
violent offenders,” Thompson 
responded. “Those are the ones 
that need to be concentrated on, 
in getting them out of the prison 
system, that can serve a useful 
life. What we're talking about is 
the high risk, violent criminal 
that should not be released. 
‘Course I've always said, ‘Rope 
is cheap. ”
